THE SPIRIT OF THE ANTICHRIST 





The Mystery of Iniquity is Working 








F. J. Lee, General Overseer. 


Little children, it is the last time: 
and as ye have’ heard that antichrist} 
shall come, even now are there many | 
antichrists; whereby we know that it! 
is the last time.” | 

The true saints of God are address- 
ed as “little children.” We are to be- 
come as a little child in order to ob-| 
tain God’s special blessings. 


The apostle is calling attention to} 
the fact that the antichrist is to come 
but before his coming there shall be 
many antichrists. Notice, there is a 
distinction between the antichrist and 
antichrists. 


Jesus stated to His disciples, “Many 
shall come in my name, saying, | am 
Christ; and shall deceive many.” 
Then He said in the same connection 
that they should hear of wars and 
rumors of wars, but the end is not yet. 
Paul said, “the mystery of iniquity 
doeth already work.” The margin in 
Scofield’s Bible says, “The mystery of 
lawlessness doth already work.” Paul 
is showing very conclusively that this 
mystery of lawlessness is the spirit 
of the antichrist. Also that the spirit 
that is in opposition to Christ is the 
spirit of the antichrist. 


Paul to the Thessalonians refers to 
the antichrist as the “Man of sin.” 
“He opposeth and exalteth himself 
above all that is called God or that js 
worshipped.” Listen to first John 2:- 
22, “Who is a liar but he that denieth 
that Jesus is the Christ? He is anti- 
christ, that denieth the Father and the 
Son.” For many deceivers are entered 
into the world, who confess not that 
Jesus Christ is come in the flesh. This 
is a deceiver and an _  antichrist.—2 
John 1:7, 


While there are many individuals 
rising showing their opposition to 
Christ and His religion, there is also 
a real system in the world which is 
very evedient the “mystery of iniqui- 
ty or as Scofield says, “Mystery of 
lawlessness.” 

Webster defines lawlessness as An- 
archy. Anarchy is a state of society 
where there is no law or supreme 
power. 

This Spirit is Developing 

The spirit of the antichrist may be 
plainly seen today. It is so clearly 
demonstrated that you can almost see 
the antichrist lifting his head up. 

Again I will ask what is the char- 
acteristics of the spirit of the anti- 
christ? It is lawlessness and opposi- 
tion to Christ. 


What system of today has_ these 
characteristics? Answer, Bolshevism, 
sometimes referred to as the Soviets, 
Reds, Radical socialism or Anarchy. 
Let us notice a statement found in 
Collier’s New Encyclopedia, ‘“Bolshe- 
vism is the avowed enemy of religion. 
Atheism is taught to the children. All 
church property has been confiscated 
and the clergy and all others connect- 
ed with religious institutions have 
been disfranchised and deprived of 
the right to occupy public positions. 
The Sunday school has been suppress. 
ed and all teaching of religious doc- 
trines in public either in schools or 
institutions of any kind, is expressly 
forbidden. The recognition of a Su- 
preme Being in judicial oaths has 
been prohibited.” 

This Bolshevism is not confined to 
Russia where it developed but is 
spreading to all the nations of the 
world. See how the world was stirred 
when two of their number were elec- 
trocuted. One of them crying out to 
the very last “long live anarchy.”’ The 
mystery of iniquity (lawlessness) is 
working. Some may think that the 
excitement about Sacco and Vanzetti 
will soon die away, but I am of opin- 
ion that the spirit that has been un- 
der cover so long and has recently 
been escaping to the surface to some 
degree will in the very near future 
come to the front with great boldness 
under their red flag striking terror to 
the little children of which John re- 
ferred to, mentioned in our text. 

Bolsheviki. “A name assumed by the 
radical section of the Russian social- 
ists who following the down fall of 
Kerensky and the election of Lenine 
as premier, inaugurated a reign of 
terror which was characterized by 
wholesale murder and pillage and the 
confiscation of the property of the 
well-to-do. The name means “majority 
faction” while the smaller and more 
moderate Socialists were called “Men- 





sheviki” or “Minimalists,” meaning 
the minority. 
ence Work). 

Now notice that Bolshevism is a 
Russian name meaning the majority. 
At some future date the antichrist is 
to have in his control the majority 
of the inhabitants or this world. To 
use a Russian expression he is to 
have control the Bolsheviki of this 
world.

The Antichrist Will Bring Terror 


Another characteristic of the anti- 
christ is that he is to strike terror to 
the inhabitants of this world. The 
Bolshevists are referred to as_ the 
“reds” because of pillage, bloodshed, 
torture and mutilation. We will give 
another statement from Collier’s En- 
clyplopedia to show something of the 
terror they brought to the inhabitants 
of Russia in order to carry their 
point. “Peters himself, the former 
head of the All-Russian Extraordinary 
Commission, has admitted that in 
the one year from November 1918 to 
November 1919, 4444 executions took 
place through his order.”’ This was 
the work of only one leader among 
them, but shows of what spirit they 
are. 


Let us keep in mind that the spirit 
of the antichrist is oppositions to the 
true Christ accompanied with lawless- 
ness. Satan is the author of this spirit. 
It began to work at the same _ time 
with the Spirit of the Lord and will 
finally manifest itself in the “Man of 
sin” (the antichrist). Many antichrists 
have arisen since Christ made the 
statement that they would, but today 
many great men in different nations 
are appearing on the scene. They al- 
most appear to be supernatural be- 
cause of their great feats and leader- 
ship. It is stated that a certain states- 
man of China who seemingly was 
about to revolutionize all of China be. 
cause of his special ability, but final- 
ly died and ‘today every one in that 
wing of China of which he had con- 
trol rests in perfect silence fifteen 
minutes each day in honor of _ this 
great man. They have his picture in 
their homes in special honor to him. 

India also had only recently her 


great man whom is destined, as they 
say to revolutionize the world. 

Italy has also her great Mussolini 
who is attracting the world as a great 
leader with apparently almost super- 
natural power. 


Are either of these great men the 
antichrist? No their history can be 
traced from their infancy to the pres- 
ent time. These are forerunners of the 
great antichrist who shall mysterious- 
ly appear on the scene as though he 
had been dropped from the sky or 
came from the mouth of a volcano. 


We think there is no doubt accord- 
ing to Scripture that he will come 
forth from the dead and will be 
prompted and actuated by Satan, 
therefore shall be a supernatural be- 
ing not capable of death, but shall be 
cast alive into the lake of fire. 

Since this spirit is rapidly develop- 
ing it behooves us to draw near un- 
to the Lord and become thoroughly 
fortified in spirit for this momentous 
occasion.

Gospel Arithmetic 


—- 





I praise the dear Lord for His bless- 
ed Word. As I read its sacred pages, 
it brings joy to my soul. After read 
ing some of the Scripture, I’ve found 
there is a real form of arithmetic 
found in the Bible. In 1 Peter 1-5-7 
we read “And besides this, giving all 


diligence, add to your faith virtue; 
and to virtue knowledge; and to 
knowledge temperance; and to tem- 


perance patience; and to patience 
godliness; and to godliness brotherly 
kindness; and to brotherly kindness 
charity.” We want to notice the word 
ADD. When a child first starts to 
school, he is first taught to add in 
atithmetic. To add means one plus 
Ole equals two, etc. The teacher does 
not begin teaching division or sub- 
traction, but addition. The aposile is 
exhorting us to make our peace call: 
ing and election sure and beside this, 
giving all diligence, add to your faith 
virtue, knowledge, temperance and 
godliness. When we come to Christ 
we must come in faith, believing He 
is the Son of God and a rewarder of 
those who diligently seek Him. If peo- 
ple would only take time to add faith, 
knowledge and godliness, it wouldn’t 
be so easy to fall by the wayside. 

The next step the pupil makes is in 
multiplication. My! when I learned to 
mlutiply, I thought I knew it all, but 
not so. So it is with Gospel Arithme- 
tic, there is much to learn. After add- 
ing to our faith virtue, knowledge and 
patience, we find in 2 Peter 1:2 
“Grace and peace be multiplied unto 
you through the knowledge of God, 
and of Jesus our Lord.” Now Peter 
knew to stay in the faith and have 
patience and be godly would take 
some grace and best of all He tells 
us how to obtain it. Let it be multi- 
plied unto us through the knowledge 
of God. He didn’t tell us to obtain it 
through some scientific method, but 
through God. I’m glad we can obtain 
it without going to college for if we 
couldn’t, I’m persuaded to believe 
there would be many of us' without 
sufficient grace to stand. The wisdom 
of God is far superior to that of any 
individual. The Bible tells us that God 
is God of knowledge, love, grace, 
peace, hope and glory. 

After having learned to multiply, 
what comes next? Subtraction. When 
you first learn to subtract, you didn’t 
find it so easy did you? So it is in 
this Christian warfare, when some 
people see that it takes subtracting 
from the things of the world in order 
to measure up, they are ready to give 
up. In 1 Peter 2:1-2 we find “Where- 
fore laying aside all malice, and all 


guile, and hypocrisies, and _ envies, 
and all evil speaking, as newborn 


babes, desire the sincere milk of the 
word, that ye may grow thereby.” 
Subtraction means to take from. For 
example, two from four equals two, 
etc. Now if we expect to be true blue 
soldiers we certainly will have to sub- 
tract from the things contained in 
verse one. There will never be a per- 
son go to heaven with these things in 
his heart. Heaven is a holy place and 
only holy people are going there. If 
we will quit drinking from the milk 
wagon and let our souls drink from 
the Word of God, it will be easy to 
learn to subtract. 


Another step in arithmetic is di- 
vision. In 2 Cor. 6:17-18 Paul says, 
“Wherefore come out from among 
them, and be ye separate, saith the 
Lord, and 
thing; and I will receive you, and 
will be a Father unto you, and ye 
shall be my sons and daughters, saith 
the Lord Almighty.” Now this scrip- 
ture doesn’t mean to come out of the 
church (although many people take 
it that way,) but it means to come out 
from among the things of the world. 
We can’t be lovers of the world and 
lovers of God too. If we will come out 
from the ungodly things. He says He 
will divide or share His love with us 
and will be a Father to us and we 
shall be His sons and daughters. 
What a wonderful promise. 

All right, just one more thought. 
After working an arithmetic problem, 
we are very enxious to look in the 
back of the book for the answer, to 
See if we have workeg it correctly. 
In 2 Peter 1:8 we find the answer to 
a fruitful Christian which is: “For 
if these things be in you, and abound, 
they make you that ye shall neither 
be barren nor unfruitful in the knowl- 
edge of our Lord Jesus Christ.” What 
things? The things we read about in 
the first part of 2 Peter last chapter. 
If your salvation stands the test and 
these things abound in you, the re- 
sult, or answer will be correct. We 
notice verse nine says, “But he that 
lacketh these things is blind and can- 
not see afar off and hath forgotten 
that he was purged from his old sins.” 
We often find people who have this 
kind of result. They are totally blind 
Spiritually speaking and when you be- 
gin testing them with the Word 
their only answer is, “there is heue 
good, no not one.” Let us mave 100% 
all the time g0 our record in Heaven 
will be clear. Pray for me.—Mrs. W.

“He brought me to the banqueting 
house, and his banner over me was 
love.” One of the leading features of 
the teaching of the Bible is its living, 
practical character. We may see this 
in its methods of teaching. The types, 
symbols and figures are all drawn 
from natural things. 

The banqueting house in a spiritual 
sense, may denote a state of elevated 
enjoyment. The remainder of the 
verse reads, “And his banner’ over 
me was love.” Love is the soul of 
friendship. This describes high en- 
joyment which God is pleased to 
vouch-safe to His children. 


We are not always banqueting. It 
is an occasional thing and on high oc- 
casions when distinguished persons 
are met or notable events are record- 
ed. The ordinary experience of the 
Christian life is described in the pre- 
ceding verse, “I sat down under his 
shadow with great delight, and his 
fruit was sweet to my taste.” Oh! it 
is a life of calm satisfaction, of sacred 
peace, of holy joy, that is ordinary, 
but this is extra ordinary, here the 
satisfaction is triumphant and the joy 
is unspeakable and full of glory. 

At a banquet we partake of greater 
delicacies than is the rule at other 
times, it refers to those seasons which 
are much above the ordinary experi- 
ence of the diving life. We cannot 
expect the very best of God’s blessings 
and full joy unless we keep his com- 
mandments with holy submission. It 
would seem good here to encourage 
more than we do, the habit of regu- 
larity in attendance at the house of 
God. This multiplying joy sometimes 
occurs at prayer meetings or it 
sometimes happens that in _ holding 
communion with God our souls are so 
rapt in delightful enjoyment that we 
forget to note time and place, the 
minutes unconsciously pass by. Some- 
times words are even too poor to ex- 
press the warm gushing affections of 
the heart, in silent awe we worship 
and adore our Lord.

I have received many letters mak- 
ing inquiry about the Bible School, 
and since the superintendent had not 
been appointed I could not give them 
much information as to the plans for 
the next term. 


I saw that the time was rapidly ap- 
proaching, that we would have _ to 
come to some definate understanding, 
so I wrote to each of the Twelve Eld- 
ers asking their advice. The most of 
them suggested that the committee 
should go ahead and select the super- 
intendent, but if they had not the 
authority, the General Overseer in 
the absence of the Assembly had the 
authority to arrange congested mat- 
ters. 


Acting upon their suggestion I gave 
the folowing orders to the _ school 
board: 


August 20, 1927. 
To the School Board. 
Dear Brethren: 


Since some are of the opinion that 
the present School Board should not 
proceed with the appointment of the 
Superintendent for the Bible School 
for the following term, beginning 
November ist. Also a part of the com- 
mittee thinks they have not the power 
to select the Superintendent. 


Therefore the school proposition has 
become congested since the prospec- 
tive students know not what course to 
pursue about making preparations. 

To relieve this congestion, I upon 
the authority vested in me (as Gen- 
eral Overseer) to act in the absence 
of the Assembly hereby authorize the 
present School Board to proceed with 
the appointment of Superintendent 
for the followmg term: This appoint- 
ment to be approved or disapproved 
by the new Board appointed at the 
22nd Annual Assembly.
